Across the Nile from the Temple of

On Monday, the day after the official 
opening, I entered the tomb, together 
with the first small group of corresponil-

Just behind the beht, which was shielded 
by a rough board, there was one of the 
nearly idife-size figures of the king, 
stricken sulf by the artet and standing 
helpless in its vain attempt to guard the 
roviil tomb, a gilt mace im one hand, 2 
long gilt staff in the other, with a palm- 
leat guard below the hand. The portions 
of this: statue which represctterdt skin were 
the dark, almost black, color which. dts- 
tinpumhes the male fyure trom the female 
in Laeyptran art. 


The official photorraphs of this statue

However, there are many sheiks to sat- 
isfy, each practically independent, and 
rule by subsidies is expensive. 

Mesopotamia is expensive im, peace 
times, and it i# doubtful whether Great 
Britain would spend more gold and lives 
to bebt for the dridends of an ol com- 
pany, even when the povernment is a 
stockholder, Great Britain knows that 
it sue, with whom the Arabs are more 
friendly than with any other luropean 
power, cannot hold Mesopotarnin without 
a fight, any other nation must nght even 
harder to seize it. 

To withdraw from the country, leaving 
the Arabs in control, would, in the opin- 
ion of many British officials, be a far- 
sighted poly. The imendly teehng
